Cold Stalled Train 
and Train Traveling

Eight Persons Lost Lives in Smash on C.P.R. Yesterday

President E. W. Beatty Says Canadian Pacific Railway 
Will Construct New Depot—Investigates Terminal 
Facilities Here 


More Attacks on Police 
by Outlaws in Ireland 


North Bay, Ont., Jan. 26.—(Canadian Press) .—Eight persons, 
including a mother and two children going to Vancouver and one 
employee of the Canadian Pacific Railway, were killed when the 
second section of. the 0. P. R. transcontinental passenger train ran 
into the stalled first section near Oorbeil, ten miles east of North 
Bay, Buiylay morning. The severely injured, all of whom were 
bound for western points, number thirteen. 

A Canadian Pacific Railway statement on the accident issued 
here at noon to-day says: 

"The second section of train No. 1 struck the rear of the first 
section of train No. 1 one mile and a half east of Oorbeil at 11.15

£. W. Beatty, K. 0., President of the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way, reached Victoria to-day and announced these Victoria deve}- 
opments as part of the $3,000,000 to be spent this year in expan¬ 
sions of the company’s facilities in British Colombia: 

1. An immediate start on a modern depot at the Belleville 
Street docks to replace the present office building and waiting 
rooms. Plans are now completed and the work will start at once. 
The new structure will cost $150,000. Its style will be in harmony 
with the Oanseway surroundings. 

2. The likely early construction of new passenger terminals 
for the Island railway line now that Victoria has passed the John¬ 
son Street Bridge by-law. 

Mr. Beatty said he expected > the 
city would lose no time in getting 
the Johnson Street bridge under way 
and completed, as it was the under¬ 
standing of the C. P. R. when it 
made its subscription to the bridge 
that the structure would be pushed 
through, as time ls as important to 
the company as to the city. 

Inspects Terminal Site 
H. E. Beasley, general superintend¬ 
ent of the Island lines, met Mr. Beat¬ 
ty early and took him down to the 
Store Street terminals, where he 
showed him the whole bridge scheme. 

They discussed possible sites for the 
new Island passenger terminals. As 
soon as the bridge is under way It 
is likely that the company will art- 
nounce its appropriation for the start 
of construction there. 

Mr. Beatty was interested in learn¬ 
ing details of the tremendous ma¬ 
jority by which the people of Vic¬ 
toria endorsed the Johnson Street 
Bridge by-law.

Tbnrtes, Ireland, Jan. 25.—Via Lon¬ 
don, Jan. 20.—Archbishop Harty, In 
the Thurles Cathedral to-day, de¬ 
nounced the recent crimes in Ireland, 
saying: 

"During the last week shocking 
events have occurred in Thurles and 
neighborhood. Armed raids on police 
barracks, the wilful murder of a con¬ 
stable and an attack by police on un¬ 
defended and inoffensive homes call 
for universal condemnation and rep¬ 
robation. 

"It. is most horrible and shocking 
that anybody should commit murder 
in cold blood. It also ls shocking that 
a number of police, whose special 
duty It ls to protect life and property, 
should engage in an orgy of violence 
and endanger the lives of many in¬ 
nocent persons, women and children, 
as well as men. 

"With all the authority I can com¬ 
mand, I condemn these crimes as a 
most grave violation of the laws of 
I God."

Whatever may have been the conditions at 
the Boys’ Industrial Home when the Grand Jury 
paid its visit in November last, the judgment of 
the Attorney-General after his inspection of the 
institution of Friday cannot be doubted. 

We note that Mr. Farris refers in resentful 
terms to the observation made by the Supreme 
Court Judge to whom the Grand Jury addressed 
its presentment, and regards it as unfortunate 
that so caustic a criticism should have been in¬ 
dulged in without the weight of intimate personal 
knowledge behind it. This is very natural. But 
the text of the report upon which Mr. Justice 
Gregory relied for his conclusions—and upon 
which he should have been able to rely without 
the least shadow of a doubt—was couched in 
terms that would have moved a heart of stone. 
The Attorney-General, however, has made a more 
recent visit and he is satisfied with conditions as 
he found them. That is to say, we presume, that 
he sees no need for hysteria during the interim 
that must elapse before the new buildings are 
ready at Essondale.

DUAL INCOME TAXATION 


Dual income taxation is more than a nuisance 
to its victims, who, in fact, are disposed to regard 
it as a species of persecution. But just how Brit¬ 
ish Columbia is to get away from it is a very per¬ 
plexing question, to say the least. The 
Dominion Government or the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment would have to abandon its levy and there 
are no prospects that this will be done in either 
case. 

The Provincial Minister of Finance thinks 
Ottawa should call its income tax collectors home 
from British Columbia, but, obviously, if they 
were called home from this Province they would 
have to be recalled from all the Provinces, since 
the Dominion income tax, like the income tax in 
the United States or in the United Kingdom, must 
have a national application or no application at 
all. If Ottawa abolished its income tax it would 
have to increase the customs tariff, for income 
taxation is one of the main alternatives to cus¬ 
toms taxation as a source of revenue; but in the 
face of the growing demand for tariff reduction 
such , an increase would be impossible. 

Income taxation is now a plank of every Do¬ 
minion political party platform. It is conspicu¬ 
ous in the policy adopted by the Liberals at their 
last convention, as it necessarily has to be in 
view of the radical reduction' of customs taxation 
that policy calls for, and it is very much in evi¬ 
dence in tie platform of the United Farmers, also 
as a substitute for customs tariff reduction. In¬ 
deed, should either the Liberals or the Farmers 
obtain office in the next election, income taxation 
will be imposed upon the country much more ex¬ 
tensively than at present, although a more 
scientific and equitable application of it may ease 
the load. 

It is not probable, moreover, that the 
Business Profits Tax, the statutory period for 
the imposition of which has come to an end, will 
be renewed for more than a very short time, if 
at all, and here again there will be a hiatus in the 
Federal revenue to be filled. We fear British 
Columbia’s Finance Minister will have a diffi¬ 
cult task on his hands in inducing the Dominion 
Government, whatever may be its political 
stripe, to abandon what inevitably must be¬ 
come one of the Dominion’s chief sources of 
revenue.

MINISTERIAL SALARIES. 

(Montreal Journal of Commerce.) 

Premier Drury has announced that he has reduced 
his own salary from the $12,000 received by Sir William 
Hearst to $9,000, an action that will naturally be taken 
as an assurance of his determination to pursue a policy 
of economy.'' The salary of each of the other Provincial 
Ministers is $6,000; that of the Premier has for several 
years been $12,000. In both cases there is, besides the 
sessional Indemnity of $1,400.

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COMPENSATION COST 
IS LOWEST HERE 


Parker Williams Tells of Ad¬ 
ministration of Workmen's 
Act 


Tha cost of paying out each $100 of 
compensation to workmen in British 
Columbia under the B. C. Compensa¬ 
tion Board is $4.80, the lowest of any 
compensation system in operation 
anywhere, Parker Williams, one of the 
members of the Board, told the Fed¬ 
erated Labor Party meeting in the 
Ci ystal Theatre Saturday night. • 

Last year $760,000 was paid out in 
compensation and $634,000 was set 
raids as reserve. More than $6,000.- 
d 00 of this reserve fund invested in 
Provincial Government bonds which 
yield the highest Interest return of 
securities in that class. 

Medical service cost last year was 
$289,000. The one cent a day con¬ 
tributed by workmen for medical aid 
• mounted to $211,000. The difference 
was made up from the compensation 
levy. 

(explaining the set aside "surplus" 
which has beer, vigorously criticised 
pa being unnecessary and necessitat¬ 
ing the present high assessments, Mr. 
Williams said that the Board makes 
each year’s levy upon employers 
carry a^I the liabilities of that year. 
Where pensions are being paid to 
widows or dependents over a number 
of years, enough is set aside each 
year to meet all subsequent demands 
which originate during that year. If 
this practice were not adopted, as- 
f-ebsments in later years would have 
to be increased enormously .as .the!

INTIMATE SKETCH 
OF CLEMENCEAU 


Given by Capt, Paul Bion to 
I'Alliance Francaise on 
Saturday 


An intimate portrait sketch of 
Clemenceau, "The Father of Vic¬ 
tory," was given for the benefit of 
members of I’Alliance Francaise In 
the Provincial Library. Parliament 
Buildings on Saturday evening by 
Cn.pt. Paul Bion. Capt. Bion served 
• in France as chief of the Intelligence 
K'jctiop of the First French Army 
< orps and in recognition of his ser*- 
vices wears the Legion of Honor, the 
Croix de Guerre, with palms and 
stars, and the English Military Cross, 
ails military position brought him 
into close touch with Clemenceau and 
gave him many opportunities of 
atudying the great soldier and states¬ 
man. 

His personal acquaintance with 
Clemenceau. Capt. Bion explained, 
dated loom 1916. before Clemenceau 
had become the idol of the Army and 
of all France. 

To make comprehensible the char¬ 
acter of the man who did so much 
to save France in her time of tribu¬ 
lation. the speaker went back into 
Clemeivceau’s early history. He 
studied medicine, and from this, per¬ 
haps. arose hts genius for precise 
observation, his horror of hollow 
phrases and falseness, his keen ana¬ 
lytic abilities, his understanding of 
humanity and his knowledge of so¬ 
cial Injustices to the alleviation of 
which he devoted his life. He was 
a keen iover of nature. He held that 
uction was the principle and aim 
of life—constant action—distinter- 
ested action, where every man was 
working In the interests of ail. “Ac¬ 
tion is the evolution, the expression, 
of an ideal," he had maintained. "One 
should love in order to understand; 
when one hates one Is ignorant of 
all." 

Later he entered Journalism, own¬ 
ing "Le Libre.” His entry Into the 
world of politics was made when he , 
■became mayor of one of the districts 
of Paris, later being elected to the | 
Senate. Hero he found opportunity 
to wage his great campaign against 
the Insidious German propaganda, 
which was working its way into the 
Army and creating uncertainty and 
doubt, and his success In defeating 
the efforts of the German agents, 
made him the man of the hour. Ref¬ 
erence was made by the lecturer to 
Clemenceau’s work throughout the 
war and his indomitable spirit which 
won for him the epithet "The Father 
of Victory-” 

At the close Madame Sanderson- 
Mongin thanked the lecturer on be¬ 
half of the audience for the enjoy¬ 
able and inatructive address.

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SAYS RURAL NURSE- . 
ATTENDANTS NEEDED 


Graduate Nurses Are Re¬ 
buked by Mrs. J. C. 
Hanington 


Vancouver, Jtyt. 26.—"A* I look 
out over this vaat country and see 
the lonellhess of the women in rural 
districts I wonder who la wanted 
most—the graduate nurse or the 
nurse attendant who will help with 
family duties—and it seem's as if it 
is the latter." 

In these words Mrs. Hanington, 
superintendent of the Victorian Or¬ 
der of Nurses in Canada, at n meet¬ 
ing of the Vancouver branch in the 
Board of Trade room Friday after¬ 
noon. enlisted the sympathy of her 
audience in the objects of the order. 
Mrs. Hanington reminded her hear¬ 
ers that being a graduate nurse her¬ 
self she was free to speak on the 
subject. 

Graduate Nurses' Object. 

Granted that the nurse attendant, 
that is the woman with some nurs¬ 
ing knowledge who will also relieve 
the sick mother of her heavy house¬ 
hold duties, is a necessity In rurnl 
Canada, "can we get women to train 
for this work?" asked Mr*. Haning¬ 
ton. 

The answer she had received 
throughout Canada was "No." The 
graduate nurses had said that they 
would not countenance the bringing 
of the English cottage nurse to Can¬ 
ada, but would train their own wo¬ 
men. 

"If this class of women can not be 
found must our women go without 
because the graduate nurses so de¬ 
cide?" 

In this way Mrs. Hanington plead¬ 
ed the cause of the pioneer woman 
in Isolated districts where graduate 
nurses could not be obtained. 

Red Cross to Help. 

Mrs. Hanington announced that 
the Red Cross of British Columbia 
had made a definite offer to pay for 
the training of ten nurses in the Vic¬ 
torian Order training school and has 
further offered to pay for the main¬ 
tenance of the nurses at the four ru¬ 
ral centres in this Province which 
the order has already established. 
The Red Cross some time ago de¬ 
cided to include rural nursing in Its 
peace programme, and after some 
investigation found that this pur¬ 
pose could be carried out In the most 
efficient manner by co-operation 
With the Victorian Order, which has 
been established here for twenty-five 1 
years and further that nurses train¬ 
ed In the V. O. N. centres were best 
fitted for this work.' 

Mrs. Hanington in her address 
spoke of the great call for more 
public health work throughout Can¬ 
ada. particularly in the rural dis¬ 
tricts. She spoke of the coming to 
Canada of the hundreds of young 
English wives and families of Can¬ 
adian soldiers, and declared that she 
had been informed by Dr. Paget of 
the Immigration service that these 
women and children were of the best 
class, the very class Canada had 
been needing and she thought that 
every care must be taken to see that 
they did not suffer after they had 
gone to their homes In rural dis¬ 
tricts, many of them practically into 
the wilderness.

Dr, Malvor Here Homeward 
Bound; Distribution of 
Native Population 


The people of the American con¬ 
tinent are not aware of the develoo- 
ments which have taken place in the 
Dutch East Indies during the last 
i few years, and made them a fertile 
field for trade expansion, according 
to Dr. A. Malvor, of Batavia, who left 
Friday on the Empress of Rdssia for 
home. 

Before leaving Dr. Malvor had a 
talk with a Tinfies representative on 
the question ‘pf commercial develop¬ 
ment of thetfslands. He is a govern¬ 
ment physician, and has resided 
there for eight years. A Dane by 
birth he states that the Dutch have 
not hesitated to secure the best ad¬ 
ministrators available, and as a con¬ 
sequence the island of Java is one 
of the best—if not the best-admin¬ 
istered country under an European 
power where there is a large non- 
European native population. 

“It is the very problem of popula¬ 
tion.” he says, "which affords one of 
the largest obstacles to the develop¬ 
ment of the Island as compared with 
the other Islands under Dutch con¬ 
trol in the East Indian Archipelago. 
Java, a comparatively small island, 
has & population of nearly 40,000,000 
natives, while the islands of Sumatra 
and Borneo, which are particularly 
adapted to the growth of rubber and 
tobacco, are very Inadequately 
peopled. Unfortunately the Javanese 
are great home lovers, and will not 
atir from the localities where they 
were raised. In consequence of which 
it has been difficult to secure suffi¬ 
cient labor for the plantations in the 
adjacent Islands, while many parts 
of Java are overpopulated.” ‘•Fertil¬ 
ity of soil,” he states, "has had its 
drawback in producing Molence ln 
the older settled parts, and this 
creates a serious problem. 

“The Dutch administration has 
recognized that the Javanese is very 
conservative, and the progress 
made while slow, has been effectual, 
because full recognition has been 
given to the habits of the natives." 

Dr. Malvor. who is returning from 
a visit to Europe, says he Is glad { 
enough to be getting away from j 
the stricken continent. While most i 
of his time was spent in Scandin¬ 
avia and the Netherlands, which 
were not combatants in the war, 1 
still the countries suffered so ma- ; 
terlally in their economic develop- 1 
meht by the condition of hostilities 
that It will be a long time, in his. 
opinion, before they will resume their 
normal prosperity. 

He states that improved steamship 
connections between the Dutch In¬ 
dies and this continent would stimu¬ 
late the development of trade very 
effectually.

Old-time residents of Victoria and 
throughout Vancouver Island will 
learn with sincere regret of the death 
of Samuel M. Robins, formerly man¬ 
ager of the Vancouver Coal Com¬ 
pany’s mines at Nanaimo. Mr.

Robins, Mr. Joshua Kinghum, who 
was an Intimate friend, said this 
morning: ’’He was a man of the fin¬ 
est type, of sterling character and 
high ideals, and beloved by all who 
knew him.”

While on a visit 
to England he called at Mr. Robins' 
home at Ilfracombe and found him 
suffering from the effects uf an auto¬ 
mobile accident, having been knocked 
down by a car.

In the division of labor adopted by 
the Board there has fallen to me the 
responsibility for the purchuse of 
books, magazines, etc. That respon¬ 
sibility has been rendered much 
lighter by the ready assistance of our 
able and discriminating librarian. 
Miss Helen G. Stewart. Throughout 
the seven years that I have served 
in that capacity perhaps half a dozen 
complaints have been received 
against the leniency of my censor¬ 
ship. In most instances a closer In¬ 
vestigation showed these complaints 
to have been well-founded. The 
offending books were accordingly 
removed from the public ahelves, and 
the complainants .thanked l'or their 
assistance in maintaining a worthy 
service. 

Sometimes I have been unable to 
sympathize with tU* Judgment of my 
critics. In one instance, at least, 1 
fear that I have forfeited for all time 
the good opinion of a respected citi¬ 
zen through my utter obtuseness to 
th$ immoralities of the books of .»ur 
well-beloved Robert Ixmis Stevenson,' 
and my consequent refusal to order 
them removed from the shelves. 

This is the first time 1 have heurd 
complaint against the rigiditv of our 
censorship. Criticism Is valuable in 
proportion to the degree of knowledge 
behind It. The value of the present 
complaint may be measured by the 
fact that before "The Woman Thou 
Gavest Me” was published, five 
copies were ordered, and on their

Basis of Settlement Reached After Prolonged Negotia 
tions—Pilots Guaranteed Fixed Salary—Govern 
ment Takes Equipment 


Agents of the Osaka 8hosen Kaisha i 
look for the arrival of the Japanese 
liner Mexico Maru from the Orient 
on Thyrsday night. 

The Mexico Maru sailed from Yo¬ 
kohama January 14 with passengers 
and cargo for British Columbia and 
Puget Sound ports. According to 
advices received this morning from 
Yokohama the inbound liner has 300 
tons of freight for Victoria and 860 
tons for Vancouver. Her passengers 
number seven in the saloon and for¬ 
ty-two. steerage for Seattle, and fif¬ 
teen steerage for Victoria. 


OPENED HERE TO-DAY 
IN FOX PRODUCTION 


After several weeks of negotiation the grievances of the 
British Columbia coaat pilots have been adjusted aud the basis of 
a permanent settlement reached. Captain George E. L. Robertson, 
superintendent general of pilotage for Canada, who reached the 
city yesterday from Prince Rupert, after conferring with Captain 
B. Ij. Johnson, British Columbia superintendent of pilotage, an¬ 
nounced that the basis of a settlement had been reached, which, 
given due trial, he believed would work out to the advantage of 
all concerned. 

The proposals have been accepted by the pilots on the under- 
standing that any disputed points 
that may crop up will be promptly 
adjusted. In other words the pilots 
have been guaranteed a fixed mini¬ 
mum salary and a square deal. 

Working Under By-Laws. 

The pilots are now working under 
the by-laws as provided by the new 
pilotage regulations which became 
effective at the beginning of the 
year. 

Tire proposal evolved from the ne¬ 
gotiations conducted in the past was 
that pilots work on a fixed salary of 
»325 a month for a sixty-day period, 
at the expiration of which the situ¬ 
ation would be reviewed and If found 
to be satisfactory would be con¬ 
tinued. This proposal was sub¬ 
mitted to Ottawa and acted upon. 

One of the outstanding questions at 
issue was the disposition of the 
equipment owned by the pilots. The 
Government has agreed to lake over 
three launches and other gear will 
probably be taken over at a valua¬ 
tion. 

Being Licensed. 

The pilots are being licensed as 
they come in from sea, all being re¬ 
quired to pass the eye-sight test. 

The first local pilot to operate un¬ 
der the pilotage by-laws was Cap¬ 
tain Percy Shadforth, who yesterday 
took the tanker Cordelia up the Gulf 
to Vancouver. Under the old order 
of things a Vancouver pilot would 
have been ’detailed for this service. 

The headquarters of the amalga¬ 
mated pilotage will be at Victoria, 
with Captain B. L. Johnson In 
charge. It will not be necessary, 
however, for all pilots to make their 
headquarters at this port 

Captain G. E. L. Robertson, ac¬ 
companied by Alexander Boyle, chief 
accountant for the Marine Depart¬ 
ment, will leave to-night for Ot¬ 
tawa.

Most of the uninjured passengers 
got away on that train, but Some 
were kept here by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway until this morning 
and then sent on to their destina¬ 
tions. All except a few relatives of 
those persons killed or injured have 
now left here to oontinue their 
journeys. 

Immigrants. 

There were many immigrants on 
the first section of the train, nearly 
all of them Scottish, bound for 
Western Doints, but they escaped 
chiefly with minor bruises. 

A particularly pathetic feature of 
the fatalities waa the killing of Mrs. 
Peden and her two children, who 
were bound for Vancouver.

Not Loud Enough 

Montreal, Jan. 26.—Failure of tor¬ 
pedoes to explode loudly enough to 
be heard above the roar of the train 
waa the cause of the rear-end colli¬ 
sion at Corbeil yesterday on the Can¬ 
adian Pacific Railway In which eight 
people lost their lives, according to 
reports reaching the company’s of¬ 
fice here this morning. When the 
first section of the transcontinental 
train was stalled owing to the diffi¬ 
culty in raising steam through the 
extreme cold, its crew went back 
along the track and fixed torpedoes 
to act as a warning to the second sec¬ 
tion. The members of the train crew 
of the second section Report that they 
heard no reports from the torpedoes 
and their train ran on Into a Pullman 
car of the first section, which was 
telescoped. 

Grsat Impaet 

According to reports received by 
the Canadian Pacific authorities, the 
impact must have been terrific when 
the second train ran into the tsaln 
ahead of it. It was probably travel¬ 
ing at thirty miles an hour when the 
100 -ton engine, with its heavy load 
of coaches, ploughed through the 
cars of the train ahead. 

At the time of the collision the 
temperature was twenty-two below 
zero and the place qf the disaster is 
a remote one, nearly two miles from 
the nearest way station and ten 
miles from North Bay. 

A tragic feature of the wreck waa 
the Instantaneous killing of Mrs. 
Peden and her young sons, who were 
traveling in the sleeping car next to 
the observation car and who received 
aliqost the full shock of the impact. 

No Fire 

No fire followed the collision, the 
cars being all steam heated. 

It Is believed the engineer and fire¬ 
men of the engine that ran Jrtto the 
standing train jumped before it 
•truck, as no word has yet been re¬ 
ceived of their fate.
